INTERROGATORY NO. 8: 

If Wayne-Dalton contends that the '987 patent is unenforceable, please state the basis for 
such contention. 

ANSWER: 

As presently advised, Wayne-Dalton asserts as a basis for its contention that the '987 
patent is unenforceable, the facts set forth in paragraph 44(e) of its Third Affirmative Defense. 
Notably, in referring to the Stanley system in the '987 patent. Chamberlain failed to advise the 
Patent Office that the Stanley system involved a structure and technique for preventing forced 

entry that is pertinent to the claims of the '987 patent. Instead, the Stanley system was discussed 
with respect to features unrelated to forced entry.
